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Lewis Declines To Testify Before Coal Probe Board

WASHINGTON, March 26 i^P) — 
John L. Lewis turned down an in­ 
vitation to testify today before 
President Truman’s coal strike in­ 
quiry board, and the board gave 
him imtil Monday to decide wheth­ 
er he will appear voluntarily. 
The board has power to subpoena 
him in carrying out its instructions 
to dig out the facts in the dispute. 
But Chairman Sherman Minton 
said the board “hasn’t determined 
yet” whether it will do so. 
Asked directly whether the board 
would subpoena Lewis if he fails 
to show up, Minton said, “we 
might.” 
Minton and his associates con­ 
ferred late today with Joseph M. 
Friedman, government lawyer who 
heads the Justice Department sec­ 
tion handling Taft-Hartley Law 
cases. 
Discuss Powers 
"We were discussing our powers 
under the act,” Minton told report­ 
ers afterward. 
The three-man board opened its 
hearings and got the mine opera­ 
tors’ side of the case against a 
steadily darkening background. 
Upwards of 350,000 of Lewis’ Unit­ 
ed Mine workers were out for the 
twelfth day. 
Secretary of the Interior Krug 
said that as a result coal stocks are 
being depleted very close to the 
point where a large part of the na­ 
tion’s industry will be affected. 
* If. the shutdown continues three 
#more days, he* estimated, it will 
force closing or curtailed operations 
Upon 18 per cent of the electric 
power dtmties, 25 per cent of the 
steel and rolling mills, 27 per cent 
of the major railroads and 72 per 
cent of the retail coid yards. 
Further, Krug declared, the execu­ 
tive branch of the government is 
powerless to enforce rationing of 
what little coal still is being mined, 
by non-union diggers and by mem­ 
bers of the progressive union. 
'As the board opened its public 
hearings, lewis sent word that the 
UMW representatives couldn’t at­ 
tend “because definitive study is be­ 
ing given to the legal questions 
involved.” 
"Sometime Monday thus office 
hopes to be able to be further ad­ 
vised on the important questions at 
issue,” he added. 
Lewis said he had received a tele­ 
graphic invitation to the session 
only 10 minutes before its scheduled 
opening. 
After giving the operators a 
hearing, Minton dispatched a reply 
to Lewis. It said:

“We interpret your telegram re­ 
ceived this date as an indication 
you will co-operate with the board

The basic question now is wheth­ 
er the Taft-Hartley Law Relations 
Law can stop the nationwide soft 
coal shutdown. Lewis bitterly at­ 
tacked enactment of the law and 
has resisted its use since.

ROME, March 26 (;P)—Prime Min­ 
ister Alcide De Gasperi declared to­ 
day that Italy’s elections will be 
held on schedule despite "sporadic 
disorder.” 
His declaration was made in re­ 
sponse to rumors, exploited by his 
Communist opposition, that minor 
strikes and clashes springing up 
here and there in Italy might force 
a postponement of the election of 
parliament April 18. 
Government officials said they 
were refusing to get excited about 
the skirmishing such as made 
Milan’s big public square a sort of 
boxing ring for four days when 
Communists and anti-Communists 
conducted rival demonstrations. 
Trieste remained the big issue as 
Italy’s press recovered from the 
four-day strike that prevented the 
reporting of political speeches early 
in this week. 
Communist leader Palmero Tog- 
llatti declared in the Communist 
Newspaper L’Nnita that the pro­ 
posal of Britain, the United States 
and Prance to return the free state 
territory to Italy was an “American 
style swindle.” The three powers 
set up the Free State, he asserted, 
with the idea of using it some time 
as bait to lure Italy into the anti­ 
communist camp.

Congress Prepares 
For Defense Debate 


WASHINGTON, March 26. (JP)— 
Draft-age men needn’t put their af­ 
fairs in order and get ready for 
the long, naked march past the phy­ 
sical examiners just yet. 
Most Senators here over the Eas­ 
ter holiday declared themselves in 
favor of a draft for single non­ 
veterans between 19 and 26. 
But many House members, prob­ 
ably a majority, showed no willing­ 
ness to order anybody inducted in 
the near future despite the high 
command’s new call for at least 
200,000 young men, 
• 
"If’ Draft Likely 
Private speculation on the House 
side of the Capitol was that an “if” 
draft was more likely to be adopted. 
That is. some 3,000,000 men might 
be registered but not put into uni­ 
form unless an emergency devel­ 
oped. 
Corridor talk was that this would 
show Russia, named by several de­ 
fense chiefs yesterday as a poten­ 
tial enemy, that the U. S. is ready 
to get tough if the occasion calls 
for it. 
At the same time it would spare 
Congressmen from voting anybody 
into the armed forces while an elec­ 
tion is in the offing. 
Sentiment in both Houses appear­ 
ed stronger for a draft, or at least 
the “if” draft, than for universal 
military training, said by the de­ 
fense heads to be needed if we are 
to have a trained reserve. 
Reaction was swift and generally 
favorable to the newly proposed ex­ 
pansion of our Air Force. Many leg­ 
islators said the armed forces weren’t 
asking enough. 
House Speaker Martin (R-Mass) 
said Congress “will appropriate more 
than the President originally re­ 
quested for the Air Force in order 
to build up the strongest and most 
efficient air force in world.” 
Add $775 MUUon 
Mr. Truman asked about $4,0(X>,- 
(KX),(X)0 for military aviation in his 
January budget message. The $3,- 
(XX),000,000 armed forcos expansion 
proposed by defense chiefs yester­ 
day added another $775,000,000 for 
air. 
This is based on a 55-group air 
force although postwar blueprints 
for air defense called for 70 groups 
—and Gen. Carl Spaatz, Air Force 
Chief, testified yesterday that all 
70 are needed. Presidential and Con­ 
gressional air policy boards have 
said the same.

Tornadoes Strike 
Homes, Scbool 


CHICAGO. March 26. 
— At 
least 16 persons were killed in two 
tornadoes and a hailstorm as March 
went on a rampage in widely sep­ 
arated sections of the country to­ 
day.Eleven persons were reported kill­ 
ed and dozens injured by a tornado 
which crashed across West Centre 1 
Indiana. 
Two persons were killed and an 
undetermined number injured in 
another tornado which hit twice at 
Aliceville, Ala. 
Mother. Sons KiUed 
In IlUnois, a mother and her two 
sons were killed in an automobile- 
truck collision during a driving hail 
storm near Paris. 
In addition, other twisters were 
reported which resulted in no known 
deaths. 
One struck an inactivated Navy 
airport north of St. Charles, Mo„ 
destroying several buildings and 
then skipped across the Mississippi 
River to damage several rural homes 
near Alton, 111. A second cut an 
eight-mile swath 400-yards wide 
through rural areas west of Pleas­ 
ant Plains, 111., near ^ringfield. 
In northwestern Oklahoma, dust 
was blowing. The eastern part of 
the state was buffeted by tornadoes 
last night. A windstorm near We- 
woka, Okla., demolished a school 
building today. 
The Indiana tornado UTecked the 
community of Coatesville, in Hen­ 
dricks County, and left, nine per­ 
sons dead there. One child was kill­ 
ed in Danville. Ind.. and a wcrnian 
at Brazil, in Clay County, 30 miles 
to the southwest. 
Red Cross disaster units from In 
dianapolis and Terre Haute were en 
route to Coatesville, a town of 850 
percons some 30 miles west of In­ 
dianapolis.

New Calls For Eisenhower

To Replace Truman Heard 


WASHINGTON, March 26 m — 
New calls for Gren. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower to replace President Truman 
on the Democratic 
Presidential 
ticket came from New York and 
Chicago today, with two of Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt’s sons joining in 
the chorus. 
The demands failed to evoke any 
reaction from the General himself 
or the White House. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., and 
Elliott Roosevelt came out for the 
General in separate statements—in 
New York and Hyde Park. 
Jacob M. Arvey, chairman of the 
Cook County (Chicago) Democratic 
organization, said in Chicago that 
Eisenhower is the man "who comes 
closest to representing the ideals of 
the Democratic party.” He added a 
hope that the General will be avail­ 
able if ciUled. 
A new organization calling itself 
the “Draft Eisenhowci* Movement” 
was set up. April 27 is set for a rally 


to drum up support for the Gen­ 
eral’s nomination by the Democratic 
convention in Philadelphia July 12. 
Franklin Roosevelt told a news 
conference he had informed Presi­ 
dent Truman through Chairman J. 
Howard McGrath of the Democratic 
National Committee of his support 
for Eisenhower. McGrath was not 
available for comment. The White 
House would not comment, the 
President only yesterday told re­ 
porters he’s in the race to stay. 
He conferred today vvlth Gov. Roy 
Turner, (Mdidioma. A f t e r w a r d , 
Turner would not commit himself 
on the President’s candidacy, but 
said he would be for “the nominee” 
of the party. 
Turner added he would go along 
with the choice of the Democratic 
State Convention in (Mclahoma in 
June. Jim Arrington, Democratic 
State ChairmEui, who accompanied 
Turner, likewise said he would be 
guided by the action of the state 
convention. 


King Nihai Gels 
Special Guard 


WASHINGTON, March 26 m — 
Special precautions were ordered to­ 
day to protect former King Mihai 
of Romania from assassination. 
They were ordered- after the 
Statement Department announced it 
had received “reports of rumors of a 
plot” to take his life. 
The former King and his mother. 
Queen Helen, have been visiting in 
Washington several days. When the 
announcement was made, however, 
the 26-year-old ex-monarch was 
flying to Dayton, Ohio, under spon­ 
sorship of the State Department. 
He arrived there safely for an in­ 
spection of the air base at Wright 
Field and was to return here. 
Although the State Department 
said it is “taking measures” to pro­ 
tect Mihai, officials declined to say 
what the measures were or where 
the assassination rumors came from. 
The FBI also declined to comment 
on any special security precautions. 
Officials at the Shoreham Hotel, 
where the royal party has been 
staying, said that ,'ince arrival two 
Washington City Detectives have 
been assigned to guard duty in the 
daytime, and one at night. They 
said they knew of no increase in the 
guard 
Mihai is due to fly to Detroit to­ 
morrow. 
He abdicated his throne last Dec­ 
ember 30. At the time there were 
two Edtemative reasons advanced: 
Communists wanted him out be­ 
cause (1) He would not approve of 
aiding Greek rebels and (2) They 
disapproved of his plans to marry 
Princess Anne of Bour’oon-Parma. 
Mihai later renounced his abdica­ 
tion. He said hi New York March 16 
that Russia has wiped out liberty in 
Romania. After a White House call 
March 22 he said that President 
Truman shares his hope tha*, some­ 
day he will regain his throne.

British Abo Reject 
The British rejected the Russian 
protest yesterday. 
The Russians had based their 
complaint on a meeting 
which the three western powers 
held in London earlier this year 
aimed at unifying Germany. 
Armour reviewed the work of the 
Western Powers. This included the 
activities of the Four Power Allied 
Council in Berlin and the failures 
of the council of Foreign Ministers 
to reach agreement on the future of 
Germany. 
Soviet 
policies 
were 
blamed for the failures to reach 
agreements. 
Armour said the Russians had 
complained against the ewnomic 
and political co-operation of the 
United Kingdom, Prance, Belgium, 
Holland, and Luxumbourg, which 
recently laid the basis for a Western 
European bloc at a meeting in 
Brussels.

Says Terror Reign 
InlrodiKed In U. S. 


NEW YORK, March 26 m — 
Henrj' A Wallace said tonight Presi­ 
dent Truman and hb advisers are 
“trying to silence all opposition to 
their program of regimentation and 
preparation for war.” 
The former Vice President and 
third-party Presidential candidate 
said in a radio speech (NBC) that 
“the men who speak of reigns of 
terror in Europe are fast introduc­ 
ing a reign of terror here at home. 
"President Truman set the pat­ 
tern when he branded the millions 
who oppose his policies as ‘Com­ 
munists,’” Wallace said. “Such an 
appeal to prejudice blots out reason 
and unleashes dangerous forces of 
hate that threaten the freedom and 
livelihood of all Americans.” 
Without giving names or further 
details, Wallace said: 
“The police commissioner of one 
of the largest American cities writes 
a letter in which he says that Henry 
Wallace is un-American, and that 
un-Americans should be shot. The 
man* charged witli upholding the 
law and protecting the citizens of 
Detroit advocates violence. 
(At Detroit, Police Commissioner 
Harry S. Toy said he had written 
the letter to an official of the Wal­ 
lace for President committee, after 
the official accused him of making 
anti* Semitic statements. 
(Toy declared in the letter, “x x x 
Teddy Roosevelt would turn over 
in his grave were he to know that 
such un-American activities and 
such an un-American leader as that 
of Wallace are being supported by 
the Progressive Party of Michigan.

Yugoslavs (ast

TRIESTE. March 26 <vP> — The 
Yugoslavs have cast uncertainty on 
the holding of any further joint 
administrative meetings with their 
British-American

But 
If the pro mise o f o ne is life, the pro mise o f the o ther 
is ev en greater and mo re triumphant. 
Easter faces the fact o f death bo ldly and then 
denies its po wer with the co nfident affirmatio n that 
it can nev er win the v icto ry . 
Life supreme o v er death—that is the testimo ny o f 
the Easter festiv al We feel it in ev ery sy mbo l and 
hear it in the Jubilant music o f ev ery cho ir. We feel 
it in the awakening wo rld o utside and respo nd to ’it 
with the finery traditio nally wo rn o n Easter Day . 
We declare again, in co untless way s, the truth 
that the spirit o f lo v e and bro therho o d can nev er 
suffer final defeat. 
Easter, Christian celebratio n o f the Resurrectio n, 
is a mo nument to the fact that man can—has bene­ 
fited by a unio n o f ideals. Take the name Easter, 
Itself, ro o ted as it is deep in ancient Teuto nic and 
Anglo -Sax o n traditio n. It can be traced far back to 
the dim ^ay s o f tjie barbaric No rsemen, to their spring 
festiv al celebrating the return o f - their go ddess, 
Ostara, the go ddess o f spring. 
Yet, acco rding to the Ency clo pedia Americana, the 
festiv als o f spring are almo st univ ersal. The Greeks, 
Latins and French had their Pascha, Pasqua, and 
Paques, all deriv ed fro m the ancient Chaldean cele­ 
bratio n o f Pascha and the Hebrew equiv alent, Pesach, 
a name recalling the “ passing o v er.” 
The traditio nal Easter bunnies and gay eggs co me 
to us fro m the fierce Vikings who sco urged the sea 
In their great drago n ships. Their Easter—“ Ostara” 
o r “ Eastre”—was a festiv al to celebrate the rebirth 
of the wo rld, when the go ddess Ostara clo aked the 
dead earth in bright greenery and bro ught back the 
sin after six lo ng mo nths o f arctic night and ice. 
Little wo nder the hearty No rse felt that the wo rld 
died each winter, o r that spring bro ught unbo unded 
Jo y to their ro ckbo und fio rds and rugged mo imtains. 
The egg and the rabbit became to them sjunbo ls o f 
the repro ductio n o f nature, the rebirth o f the wo rld. 
Ev en the co lo ring o f eggs co mes do wn to us fro m 
these warrio rs who lo o ked up to the heav ens and 
plucked the flickering spectra o f the No rthern Lights 
to deco rate tho se sy mbo lic eggs. 
The Americana adds the interesting no te o n this 
festiv al o f Ostara. Fires were lighted o n hillto ps by 
the Vikings to “ disperse the germs o f ev il so far as 
the fire spread its light.” Aro und these purify ing 
fires, danced the y o ung men and wo men who ho ped 
fo r marriage during the fo llo wing y ear. 
So , the co lo red eggs and Easter bunnies fro m the 
barbaric Viking, feast and festiv al fro m Hebrew, 
Egy ptian, Ro man and Christian, ev en the May po le 
dances fro m Eleusinian Greeks, we usher in spring, 
the rebirth o f the wo rld, the Resurrectio n, o f the 
release o f Persepho ne. Perhaps with it will co me the 
much needed budding o f new ho pe—the lifting o f 
man’s spirit in a dSrk and unhappy wo rld. 


Pe trillo Come s Around; 
Ma k e s Good His Promis e 
May be the wo rld do es no t mo v e after all. Ev er 
since James Caesar Petrillo , head o f the American 
Federatio n o f Musicians, indicated so me time ago 
that he wo uld giv e the green light to liv e musicians 
o n telev isio n, the radio industry and the listening 
public hav e been suspending judgment, ho lding their 
breath and keeping their fingers cro ssed. But the 
peace treaty Just signed' by AFM and the fo ur majo r 
netwo rks is pretty co nv incing ev idence that Mr. 
Petrillo really meant it. 
The present netwo rk wage scales will be main­ 
tained fo r three y ears. Bro adcasting statio ns will no t 
be co mpelled to .hire mo re musicians than they want. 
And unio n musicians will be allo wed to play fo r tele­ 
v isio n, tho ugh^wage scales hav e no t y et been agreed 
upo n. 
In o ne sense, this represents a retreat fo r Mr. 
Petrillo , induced no do ubt by the Taft-Hartley law 
and the Lea Act, under the pro tectio n o f which radio 
statio ns hav e been dismissing musicians who m they 
did no t need. The trend was running against Mr. 
Petrillo , who v ery sensibly decided to pro tect his 
co nstderable gains o n the netwo rks. But in the lo ng 
v iew the new agreement will mean mo re emplo y ment 
fo r unio n musicians in the burgeo ning field o f tele­ 
v isio n, as well as peace in the industry and a bo o n 
fo r the listening—and seeing—public.

The result 
is en largemen t of the tip of the n ose 
an d persisten t discoloration . 


The exact cause is un kn own but 
the majority of victims are n ervous, 
have frequen t gastroin testin al up­ 
sets, imbibe excessively of hot drin ks 
particularly coffee an d tea, an d in ­ 
dulge in alcoholic beverages. Others 
use con dimen ts to excess especially 
cun -y, pepper,* an d sauces for sea­ 
son in g food. The glan ds may be at 
fault an d n ow an d then the con di­ 
tion is aggravated durin g men stru­ 
ation , the chan ge of life, or when 
the 
thyroid 
becomes 
disturbed. 
Allergy must be con sidered also. 
All these possibilities are in vesti­ 
gated when an in dividual with this 
ailmen t con sults his physician . As 
a rule, he will forbid alcohol, hot 
liquids, highly season ed dishes, pas­ 
tries, an d sweets. A simple diet is 
recommen ded an d gastroin testin al

The use of cosmetics must be re­ 
duced to a min imum.

Trumdn Will Re v iv e Lend-Lease,- U. S. Plans To Equip French, British And Hal 


ia n Armie s ; McGrath Fails To Stem Anti-Truma n Rev olt 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON. March 26—Vital­ 
ly importan t discussion s regardin g 
large-scale armamen t have been 
goin g on in side the Departmen t of 
Nation al I>efen se. 
Presiden t Truman has n ow ap­ 
proved these plan s, an d for a time 
con sidered in cludin g them in his 
recen t message to Con gress. At the 
last min ute, l^owever, advisers urg­ 
ed th at this part of the speech be 
cut. It was better, they suggested, 
n ot to get the coun ry too aroused 
all at on ce. 


The basic plan is fo r the 
rev iv al o f military lend-lease 
to Euro pe. In o ther wo rds, the 
United States wo uld begin arm­ 
ing friendly demo cratic natio ns 
just as we did o ur allies befo re 
and during the recent war. 


Here are the detailed plan s un ­ 
der con sideration : 
1. Forty division s of the Fren ch 
Army would be arhied with U. S. 
W’eapon s an d equipmen t. 
Fren ch 
Foreign Min ister Bidault origin ally 
asked for en ough m aterial to arm 
21 di\ision s, but after the Czech 
coup d’etat, he raised the figure to 
40. 
2. The Italian Army would get 
thousan ds of surplus rifles, machin e 
gtms an d ammun ition , but n o n ew 
equipmen t. Later 30 Italian division s 
would be armed as fast as n ew 
equipmen t rolls off the assembly 
lin es. 
3. Norway would receive surplus 
n aval craft, plus arms for the Nor­ 
wegian Army. This would bolster 
the Norwegian s to withstan d pres­ 
sure from Moscow. 
4. British RAF would be swuftly 
expan ded with the help of n ew 
American plan es. The RAP would 
be made the most powerful defen se 
an d strikin g force in Europe. 


In additio n, Tmman plans to 
ask Co ngress fo r sev eral bil­ 
lio n to make the U. S. airfo rce 
the mo st po werfnl striking fo rce 
in the wo rld. Emphasis will be 
placed o n po werful jet planes 
and heav y bo mbers. 


The Cabin et member who chiefly 
sold this program to Truman is 
Secretary of Nation al Defen se For- 
restal, with support from Secretary 
of Commerce Harriman . Ever sin ce 
he served as Ambassador to Russia, 
Harriman has been con vin ced th at 
the on ly way to deal with the 
Russian s is to get tough. When he 
first wen t to Moscow’, Harriman 
tried the policy of frien dly coopera­ 
tion , but fin ally decided the Rus­ 
sian s misun derstan d this as a sign 
of weakn ess. He has told Truman 
th at the on ly thin g Stalin , Molotov 
et al really un derstan d in the pres­ 
en t psychological war of n erves is* 
th at America mean s busin ess. 


Harriman and Fo rrestal admit 
that Russian reactio n will be to 
get to ugher still and that there 
is undo ubtedly a risk o f war. 
But the alternativ e, they think, 
is “ internatio nal anarchy .”

It was 
thought that if the public came to 
feel real apprehen sion about war, 
such a feelin g might ten d to keep 
Mr. Xruman in office as had hap­ 
pen ed in somewhat an alagous cir­ 
cumstan ces in the cases of Presi­ 
den t Wilson in 19 16 an d Fran klin 
Roosevelt in 19 40. 
After about a week, however, 
opin ion that Mr. Truman could n ot 
be elected, that he should retire 
. an d make way for an other, revived 
an d even spread. 
As of today, 
opin ion th at Mr. Truman is n ot 
likely to be elected, though this of 
course can n ever be a certain ty, is 
a large factor in the whole political 
picture. 
No w As Co mpared To 1940 
If Mr. Trum an ’s political status 
was n ot improved by con cern about 
our relation to Russia, there are 
iden tifiable reason s. 
The con cern 
is n ot as con crete as in the former 
cases. In 19 16 an d 19 40, was was 
already un derway in Europe an d 
dan ger of our in volvemen t was ser­ 
ious an d im m in en t..

world except Ru.ssia. if In deed Rus­ 
sia was an exception . 
We 
were 
presumed to be able to brin g about 
peace, n ot merely a con clusion of 
peace followin g the war but peace 
in a more perman en t sen se. 
Most 
certain ly we were presumed to be 
able to achieve safety for ourselves. 
For this purpose we had en ormous 
military forces mobilized an d in acy 
tion . 
That was when Mr. Truman took 


office. Three years later peace has 
n ot been achieved. 
An d Mr. Tru­ 
man fin ds it n ecessary to ask for 
measures to brin g about 
military 
stren gth, un iversal military train in g 
an d ren ewal of the draft for a time. 
People see this an d ask “How 
come?” 
Not a great deal of what 
wen t v ,To ng w’as Mr. Truman ’s re­ 
spon sibility. 
In on ly on e of the 
great 
in tern ation al 
con feren ces, 
Potsdam, was he a participan t. 
It 
was in the precedin g con feren ces, 
Teheran an d Yalta, that the most 
importan t decision s wqre made that 
gave rise to the presen t con dition . 
In these Presiden t Roosevelt 
par­ 
ticipated. Much of the attack upon 
Mr. Truman in the comin g campaign 
will be primarily attacks upon his 
predecessor. But it will n ot be the

chan ces of election . 
Has Accepted These Co nditio ns 
Mr. Truman has obviously ac­ 
cepted the con dition s that make hia 
election improbable. 
HLs decision s 
sin ce his March 17 address have 
been based on the seriousn ess 
of 
what he portrayed. 
His 
co-oper­ 
ation is 
with 
the 
policy-makin g 
heads in his admin istration , n ot 
his party leaders. In this there will 
be obvious public advan tage. 
There Is a curiously similar spirit 
of sacrifice on the part of Demo­ 
cratic leaders who call on Mr. Tru- 
^ n to make way for an other n om- 
in ee. They can n ot hope for success 
in the election for an y other n omi­ 
n ee they can fin d. 
When they try 
to substitute the n ame of a man for 
the phrase “someon e else” they 
sometimes men tion Gen eral Elsen ­ 
hower. But he holds himself firmly 
boun d by his declaration th at he 
would n ot run . In emphasis of the 
reason s he gave, he would n ot as a 
military man , impair un ity of the 
people by run n in g for the presiden ­ 
cy at a time when public con fiden ce 
In the military is a supreme n eces­ 
sity. 
The same is true of an other 
whom the

Democratic 
leaders sometimes men tion . Secre- 
tary of State Marshall would by n o 
possibility impair public con fiden ce 
in his presen t leadership on an ex­ 
alted issue by run n in g io r office. 
Other than these, an y possible n om­

It has always seemed to man y 
obser\*ers th at people whose terri­ 
tory is occupied would fight hardest 
fOT liberation . Hen ce the German 
people in the Russian zon e can be 
expected in due time to make life 
far from pleasan t for the Russian 
armies in eastern German y. 
War Of liberatio n Unnecded 


There seems n o good reason why 
a full-fledged war of liberatton n eed 
be begun so lon g as the peoples of 
the in terested coun tries are able 
to carry on for themselves. 
The Un ited States would n ormally 
look askan ce at such tactics but this 
is n ot an era of peace. It is a form 
of un declared war an d resembles 
most closely the period between 19 39 
an d 19 41 when America was tech­ 
n ically n eutral but actually took 
measures “short of war” an d en ­ 
gaged in a program of len d-lease 
in order to help the allies. 
The on e-sided situation In Italy , 
where champion s of the Democratic 
cause have been han dicapped in 
gettin g adequate radio an d press 
facilities while the Commun ists h a ve 
been gettin g fin an cial aid an d n ews­ 
prin t. has occasion ed a good deal 
of con cern here in the last few 
weeks as details of the commun ist 
in filtration in to Italy have b een re­ 
ceived.

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Christians Everywhere 
Observe The Resurrection 
It is a happy circumstance that it is not necessary 
to choose between the two great religious festivals of 
the Christian year. Both Christmas and Easter are 
rich in meaning and beauty. Both speak simply and 
directly. 
In a sense these messages are the same. Both 
are magnificent assertions, for the essence of Christ­ 
mas is birth and the essence of Easter is rebirth. But 
if the promise of one is life, the promise of the other 
Is even greater and more triumphant. 
Easter faces the fact of death boldly and then 
denies its power with the confident affirmation that 
It can never win the victory. 
Life supreme over death—that is the testimony of 
the Easter festival We feel it in every symbol and 
hear it in the jubilant music of every choir. We feel 
It in the awakening world outside and respond to it 
with the finery traditionally worn on Easter Day. 
We declare again, in countless ways, the truth 
that the spirit of love and brotherhood can never 
suffer final defeat 
Easter, Christian celebration of the Resurrection, 
Is a monument to the fact that man can—has bene­ 
fited by a union of ideals. Take the name Easter, 
itself, rooted as it is deep in ancient Teutonic and 
Anglo-Saxon tradition. It can be traced far back to 
the dim days of t^e barbaric Norsemen, to their spring 
festival celebrating the return of their goddess, 
Ostara, the goddess of spring. 
Yet, according to the Encyclopedia Americana, the 
festivals of spring are almost universal. The Greeks, 
Latins and French had their Pascha, Pasqua. and 
Paques, all derived from the ancient Chaldean cele­ 
bration of Pascha and the Hebrew equivalent. Pesach, 
* name recalling the “passing over.” 
The traditional Easter bunnies and gay eggs come 
to us from the fierce Vikings who scourged the sea 
In their great dragon ships. Their Easter—“OstaraM 
or “Eastre”—was a festival to celebrate the rebirth 
of the world, when the goddess Ostara cloaked the 
dead earth in bright greenery and brought back the 
sin after six long months of arctic night and ice. 
Little wonder the hearty Norse felt that the world 
died each winter, or that spring brought unbounded 
Joy to their rockbound fiords and rugged mountains. 
The egg and the rabbit became to them symbols of 
the reproduction of nature, the rebirth of the world. 
Even the coloring of eggs comes down to us from 
these warriors who looked up to the heavens and 
plucked the flickering spectra of the Northern Lights 
to decorate those symbolic eggs. 
, 
The Americana adds the interesting note on this 
festival of Ostara. Fires were lighted on hilltops by 
the Vikings to “disperse the germs of evil so far as 
the fire spread its light.** Around these purifying 
fires, danced the young men and women who hoped 
for marriage during the following year. 
So. the colored eggs and Easter bunnies from the 
barbaric Viking, feast and festival from Hebrew, 
Egyptian, Roman and Christian, even the Maypole 
dances from Eleusinlan Greeks, we usher in spring, 
the rebirth of the world, the Resurrection, of the 
release of Persephone. Perhaps with it will come the 
much needed budding of new hope—the lifting of 
mans spirit in a cffrk and unhappy world. 


Petrillo Comes 
A 
Makes Good His Promise 
Maybe the world does not move after all. Ever 
since James Caesar Petrillo. head of the American 
Federation of Musicians, indicated some time ago 
that he would give the green light to live musicians 
on television, the radio industry and the listening 
public have been suspending judgment, holding their 
breath and keeping their fingers crossed. But the 
peace treaty Just signed by AFM and the four major 
networks is pretty convincing evidence that Mr. 
Petrillo really meant it. 
The present network wage scales will be main­ 
tained for three years. Broadcasting stations will not 
be compelled to hire more musicians than they want. 
And union musicians will be allowed to play for tele­ 
vision, though^ wage scales have not yet been agreed 
upon. 
In one sense, this represents a retreat for Mr. 
Petrillo, induced no doubt by the Taft-Hartley law 
and the Lea Act, under the protection of which radio 
stations have been dismissing musicians whom they 
did not need. The trend was running against Mr. 
Petrillo, who very sensibly decided to protect his 
eonsTderable gains on the networks. But in the long 
view the new agreement will mean more employment 
for union musicians in the burgeoning field of tele­ 
vision, as well as peace in the industry and a boon 
for the listening—and seeing—public. 


Political Fortunes 
Of Harry S. Truman 
The political fortunes of Harry Truman resemble 
an agitated seismograph. Yet through them all is a 
cause and effect relationship that almost suggests a 
new natural law 
Every high school student knows Boyle’s law which 
holds that the volume of gas varies inversely as th* 
pressure. If you increase the pressure, the gas con­ 
tracts, and vice versa. In the case of President 
Truman his popularity varies inversely as the amount 
of politics he plays. 
Harry’s Law. it should be called, and it has yet 
to be proved scientifically unsound. Every time Harry 
Truman forgets politics and does what he thinks is 
best, as in the days right after he took office, during 
the rail strike and now in the face of the international 
situation, his stock with the public has gone up. When 
he turns to political trafficking, as in his vetoes of 
the Taft-Hartley Act and the tax reduction bill last 
vear. and more recently, the Palestine partition pro­ 
posal. everything comes apart at the seams and he 
stands helpless in his ineptitude before the disap­ 
proving gaze of the people. 
Perhaps Harry Truman has begun to understand 
the na [ural law under which he functions. At any 
rate, it is reported, he has decided from now on in 
to disregard the consequences and act only in the 
interest of the country. But the constantly flexing 
political pressure may overrule his determination. No 
gas. be it noted, ever had anything to say about the 
operation of Boyle’s Law.

Redness is the first manifestation 
and. in the early stages, comes and 
goes. The change in color is due ta 
dials Hon of the tiny blood vessels 
in the areas and is usually more 
marked after exposure to cold, heat, 
digestive 
disturbances, 
and 
the 
drinking of hot liquids. But in those 
who are destined to develop acne 
rosacea, more and more capillaries 
become distended and eventually, 
alterations of the spin appear. The 
oil-producing glands enlarge, nod­ 
ules arise, and the epidermis be­ 
comes rough and scaly. The result 
is enlargement of the tip of the nose 
and persistent discoloration. 


The exact cause is unknown but 
the majority of victims are nervous, 
have frequent gastrointestinal up­ 
sets. imbibe excessively of hot drinks 
particularly coffee and tea, and in­ 
dulge in alcoholic beverages. Others 
use condiments to excess especially 
curry, pepper,* and sauces for sea­ 
soning food. The glands may be at 
fault and now and then the condi­ 
tion is aggravated during menstru­ 
ation. the change of life, or when 
the 
thyroid 
becomes 
disturbed. 
Allergy must be considered also. 
All these possibilities are investi­ 
gated when an individual with this 
ailment consults his physician. As 
a rule, he will forbid alcohol, hot 
liquids, highly seasoned dishes, pas­ 
tries, and sweets. A simple diet is 
recommended and gastrointestinal 
disorders are corrected. 
If tho 
glandular balance needs adjustment, 
appropriate measures are taken and 
thyroid extract is often useful along 
this line. Should constipation exist, 
it is given attention. 
o — • — • 
The use of cosmetics must be re­ 
duced to a minimum. Soap or soap 
substitutes are preferred to cleans­ 
ing creams. Preparations containing 
sulfur are time honored and still 
of value. If the capillaries are over­ 
burdened, electrolysis is frequently 
helpful as these pathways can be 
obliterated by this method. Vitamin 
A, liver extract, and various vaccines 
have been tried with questionable 
results. In severe cases. X-rays and 
surgery are employed. 
When permanent damage exists, 
little can be done. If the person can 
only learn to “live with his skin" he 
is much happier and will get more 
out of life. One well known come- 
dian who was afflicted with acne 
rosacea could have crawled into a 
shell; instead he continued his work 
and ultimately capitalized on the 
defect.

The Washington.Merry-Go-Round 


Truman Will Revive Lend-Lease; U. S. Plans To Equip French, British And Ital 
ian Armies; McGrath Fails To Stem Anti-Truman Revolt 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON, March 28—Vital­ 
ly important discussions regarding 
large-scale armament have been 
going on inside the Department of 
National Defense. 
President Truman has now ap­ 
proved these plans, and for a time 
considered including them in his 
recent message to Congress. At the 
last minute, however, advisers urg­ 
ed that this part of the speech be 
cut. It was better, they suggested, 
not to get the counry too aroused 
all at once. 


The basic plan is far the 
revival of military lend-lease 
to Europe. In other words, the 
United States would begin arm­ 
ing friendly democratic nations 
Inst as we did our allies before 
and during Ute recent war. 


Here are the detailed plans un­ 
der consideration: 
1. Forty divisions of the French 
Army would be arilled with U. S. 
weapons and equipment. 
French 
Foreign Minister Bidault originally’ 
asked for enough material to arm 
21 divisions, but after the Czech 
coup d'etat, he raised the figure to 
40. 
2. The Italian Army would get 
thousands of surplus rifles, machine 
guns and ammunition, but no new 
equipment. Later 30 Italian divisions 
would be armed as fast as new 
equipment rolls off the assembly 
lines. 
3. Norway would receive surplus 
naval craft, plus arms for the Nor­ 
wegian Army. This would bolster 
the Norwegians to withstand pres­ 
sure from Moscow. 
4. British RAP would be swiftly 
expanded with the help of new 
American planes.

Ever since 
he served as Ambassador to Russia, 
Harriman has been convinced that 
the only way to deal with the 
Russians Is to get tough. When he 
first went to Moscow, Harriman 
tried the policy of friendly coopera­ 
tion, but finally decided the Rus­ 
sians misunderstand this as a sign 
of weakness. He has told Truman 
that the only thing Stalin, Molotov 
et a1 really understand in the pres­ 
ent psychological war of nerves is* 
that America means business. 


Harriman and Forres ta I admit 
that Russian reaction will be to 
get tougher still and that there 
is undoubtedly a risk of war. 
But the alternative, they think, 
is "international anarchy.”

Preceding 
President 
Truman's 
March 17th address to Congress, 
opinion that he could not be elected 
was very strong. So much so that 
important Democratic leaders were 
saying publicly that he should re­ 
tire and make way for another 
nominee. After Mr. Truman's ad­ 
dress, and other events, made plain 
a serious condition in our relations 
with Russia, there were a few days 
during which feeling about Mr. 
Truman’s chances changed. It was 
thought that if the public came to 
feel real apprehension about war, 
such a feeling might tend to keep 
Mr. Truman in office as had hap­ 
pened in somewhat analagous cir­ 
cumstances in the cases of Presi­ 
dent Wilson in 1916 and Franklin 
Roosevelt in 1940. 
After about a week, however, 
opinion that Mr. Truman could not 
be elected, that he should retire 
. and make way for another, revived 
and even spread. 
As of today, 
opinion that Mr. Truman is not 
likely to be elected, though this of 
course can never be a certainty, is 
a large factor in the whole political 
picture. 
Now As Compared To 1948 
If Mr. Truman’s political status 
was not improved by concern about 
our relation to Russia, there are 
identifiable reasons. The concern 
is not as concrete as in the former 
cases. In 1916 and 1940. was was 
already underway in Europe and 
danger of our involvement was ser­ 
ious and imminent.. The present 
condition is much short of that. 
For another reason, it is a ques­ 
tion whether concern about Russia 
does not of itself actually diminish 
Mr. Truman** chances 
Incidentally 
people ask to what extent Mr. Tru­ 
man and his administration and 
party were responsible for the pres­ 
ent condition. When Mr. Truman 
took office, in April. 1945, America 
was on top of the world. We were 
approaching victorious conclusion 
of a war. We were very powerful, 
the most powerful 
nation 
in the 
world except Russia, if indeed Rus­ 
sia was an exception. 
We * were 
presumed to be able to bring about 
peace, not merely a conclusion of 
peace following the war but peace 
in a more permanent sense. Most 
certainly we were presumed to be 
able to achieve safety for ourselves. 
For this purpose we had enormous 
military forces mobilized and in aer 
lion. 
That was when Mr. Truman took 


office. Three years later peace has 
not been achieved. 
And Mr. Tru­ 
man Ands it necessary to ask for 
measures to bring about 
military 
strength, universal military training 
and renewal of the draft for a time. 
People see this and ask “How 
come?" Not a great deal of what 
went wrong was Mr. Truman's re­ 
sponsibility. 
In only one of the 
great 
international 
conferences, 
Potsdam, was he a participant. It 
was in the preceding conferences. 
Teheran and Yalta, that the most 
important decisions wqre made that 
gave rise to the present condition. 
In these President Roosevelt par­ 
ticipated. Mugji of the attack upon 
Mr. Truman in the coming campaign 
will be primarily attacks upon his 
predecessor. But it will not be the 
less damaging to Mr. Truman’s 
chances of election. 
Has Accepted These Conditions 
Mr. Truman has obviously ac­ 
cepted the conditions that make his 
election improbable. 
His decisions 
since his March 17 address have 
been based on the seriousness 
of 
what he portrayed. 
His co-oper­ 
ation is with the policy-making 
heads in his administration, not 
his party leaders. In this there will 
be obvious public advantage. 
There is a curiously similar spirit 
of sacrifice on the part of Demo­ 
cratic leaders who call on Mr. Tru­ 
man to make way for another nom­ 
inee. They cannot hope for success 
in the election for any other nomi­ 
nee they can find. When they try 
to substitute the name of a man for 
the phrase "someone else" they 
sometimes mention General Eisen­ 
hower. But he holds himself firmly 
bound by his declaration that he 
would not nm. In emphasis of the 
reasons he gave. he would not as a 
military man. impair unity of the 
people by running for the presiden­ 
cy at a time when public confidence 
in the military is a supreme neces­ 
sity. The same is true of another 
whom the 
dissident 
Democratic 
leaders sometimes mention. Secre­ 
tary of State Marshall would by no 
possibility impair public confidence 
in his present leadership on an ex­ 
alted issue by running for office. 
Other than these, any possible nom­ 
inee to whom the dissident Demo­ 
crats could turn would have mainly 
Hie function of symbolizing the par­ 
ty’s permanence throughout a per­ 
iod in which there is crisis and 
through a period when the party is 
likely to be out of power.

WASHINGTON. March 26.—Talk 
in congress about apporpriating a 
vast sum of money In general terms 
so as to allow the State Department 
and United States military author­ 
ities to use such funds to assist 
Democratic elements in countries 
* behind and outside the Iron Curtain 
where communist influences are at 
work represents an unprecedented 
trend. This is an inevitable conse­ 
quence of the "cold war” between 
Russia and the United States. 
The plan is to fight fire with fire. 
Instead of standing by while the 
Communists pour funds and other 
forms of assistance for their ad­ 
herents into other countries, the 
western powers will use the same 
tactics In aiding their supporters, 
too. 
Such a program may conceivably 
lead to military aid to the under­ 
ground movements as was done 
during the war. 
Certainly if 
the undergrounds 
could get arms and other forms of 
assistance, they could keep the Rus­ 
sians employed in policing those 
countries at an expense in time and 
money and perhaps lives which 
might discourage the communistic 
regime iii Moscow from further ag­ 
gression. 
It bas always seemed to many 
observers that people whose terri­ 
tory is occupied would fight hardest 
for liberation. Hence the German 
people in the Russian zone can be 
expected in due time to make life 
far from pleasant for the Russian 
armies in eastern Germany. 
War Of Liberation Unneeded 
There seems no good reason why 
a full-fledged war of liberation need 
be begun so long as the peoples of 
the interested countries are able 
to carry on for themselves. 
The United States would normally 
look askance at such tactics but this 
is not an era of peace. It is a form 
of undeclared war and resembles 
most closely the period between 1939 
and 1941 when America was tech­ 
nically neutral but actually took 
measures “short of war" and en­ 
gaged in a program of lend-lease 
in order to help the allies. 
The one-sided situation in Italy, 
where champions of the Democratic 
cause have been handicapped in 
getting adequate radio and press 
facilities while the Communists have 
been getting financial aid and news­ 
print. has occasioned a good deal 
of concern here in the last few 
weeks as details of the communist 
infiltration into Italy have been re­ 
ceived. 
Members of Congress are truly 


aroused by the growing menace of 
communistic aggression. 
Indigna­ 
tion rises in both parties at is begins 
to appear that, unless drastic meas­ 
ures of prevention are taken, a full- 
fledged war will be In progress scop. 
One of the measures of prevention 
is to arm and equip the under­ 
ground movements in some of the 
countries where the communists 
have begun a reign of terror. 
The American people, through 
many decades of their history, have 
shown a distinct sympathy for par­ 
ties or factions engaged in revolu­ 
tio n against tyranny. Political par­ 
ties have openly expressed sympathy 
in their platforms. At times funds 
have been raised to assist revolu­ 
tionary movements abroad. 
When, therefore, the very safety 
of the United States and the lives 
of its youth may be at stake, the 
direct extension of aid to revolu­ 
tionary movements seeking to over­ 
throw despotic rulers is in line with 
American 
tradition 
and 
modern 
methods of self-defense. 
Mach Experience Obtained 
A good deal of experience was ob­ 
tained by the American military 
authorities in assisting underground 
movements during the last war. 
Arms and munitions were smuggled 
by plane, submarine and merchant 
ships. The struggle of an under­ 
ground movement for emancipation 
usually attracts the daring and 
courageous citizens who take many 
risks, but they do so as patriots very 
much as the colonial patriots did in 
the days of jh e American revolution. 
Congress has been hearing about 
"Project X” as a means of appro­ 
priating money to be used by the 
executive branch of the government 
abroad. The very fact that high mil­ 
itary and civilian offi.ials bar*. ap­ 
proved the plan is an indication 
that all groups here are in earnest 
in doing everything p o s s i b l e to 
checkmate aggression or to make it 
so hazardous and expensive as to 
cause the Soviet regime to abandon 
its objectives and make a settlement 
- with the western powers which will 
not require the nations of the world 
to keep an armed truce with huge 
expenditures for armament. 
Unorthodox ways of fighting the 
“cold war” are being revised, but. 
where the purpose is to prevent war, 
many members of Congress feel 
about it as they do about espionage 
—an unpleasant but necessary in­ 
strumentality of military service in 
times of mutual suspicion and un­ 
easiness and certainly in times of 
aggression by a dictatorship.

roses (expensive.) 
Burning bush is wonderful for 
close-so-house planting. It grows to 
about six or eight feet, and has 
small, delicate flowers in late spring. | 


Then it is followed by deep purple, 
showy fruits. 
It has a curious 
corky bark on the branches which 
is interesting. 
And—this is the 
best—in the autumn the small 
leaves turn deep rose. 
I have bridal wreath on both 
sides of the front entrance, and 
I'm going to put the spirea Jack- 


blooming mort of the warm months. 
Then I’m installing a flowering 
peach where it can be seen in all 
its spring glory from the terrace 
and the living room. 
Some dope 
robbed the woods of a white pine 
and set in down at the corner of 
my driveway where it can never 
grow up and doesn’t add anything 
anyway. I’m going to move it while 
it’s still a youngster to the back of 
the property. 
Then, next year, 
budget permitting. I shall mark the 
driveway with two arbor vitae. 
Through some luck—maybe it will 
turn out unlucky, but it seems like! 
luck now—I’ve acquired an extra, 
strip of land, 25 by 195 feet, cm the' 
southern front of the place. This 
has meant a last-minute rearrange­ 
ment of my vegetable garden plans. 
I'm going to put the garden there 
this year, and now I’ve room enough 
for a little com and can start both 
strawberries and asparagus beds. 
That's a luxury. I can also have 
a cutting garden for flowers and 
I'm certainly going to lay out a 
small area in which to start per­ 
ennials. 
Everything, except the early bulbs 
and forsythia which have already 


burst into color, has that swollen, 
fresh look. A tough winter really 
makes for a much nicer spring and 
all the growing things seem to have 
slept soundly and healthily under a 
warm blanket.

Early in May of 1945 shell pro­ 
duction was reduced drastically due 
to the end of the war in Europe 
and the plant began production of 
tires, all of which were slated for 
military use. 
The reconversion of the plant 
from wartime operations to tire 
products which began October I. 
1943. brought nationwide publicity 
to the local concern since It served 
as a test tube for reconversion prob­ 
lems.

Spraying Dales 
For Frail Trees 
Advanced In Area 


(orally Aged! Confers 
Witt! Entomologist 


Apple and peach buds have ad­ 
vanced so far in the state as a re­ 
sult of recent warm weather that 
change in the spraying program of 
orchardists was urged this week by 
Extension Entomologist T. L. Bissell, 
when he visited Ralph P. McHenry, 
county farm agent, at his office 
here. 
Although 
the 
buds 
have 
not 
bloomed as yet in this county, as 
far as has been reported, peach 
buds are reported by the entomol 
ogist as in blossom or bursting in 
some other sections of Maryland. 
McHenry was informed that one or 
m o r e 
orchards 
in Montgomery 
county have trees in bloom. 
Until the buds begin to bloom, 
they will stand quite cold weather 
although they might be frozen by 
ice. But once the bloom is on the 
trees, a frost will cause severe 
damage. Montgomery county bloom 
generally appears on fruit trees 
around ten days to two weeks be­ 
fore it comes in this county. 
The entomologist indicates the 
dormant stage spray has passed and 
the spraying plans must be amend­ 
ed to take into account the great 
advance in the buds as a result of 
the weather. 
Bissell told McHenry: 
“Apple trees are developing rap­ 
idly and in some parts of the State 
buds are swelling. 
Where this is 
true it is too late for further spray- 
with 
dyni*jro. 
If 
no 
dormant 
spray has been applied use three 
per cent oil plus tar oil. If tar oil 
cannot be obtained use oil emulsion 
or miscible oil. If dynitro was ap­ 
plied to dormant trees less than 18 
days ago and buds are swelling it 
is unsafe to use oil. The next spray 
will be sulphur in the pre-bloom 
spray. Use sulphur for brown rot 
as a pre-bloom spray.” 
The county farm agent said there 
Is some difference in blooming time 
in this county. Some sections bloom 
faster than others because of the 
mountainous terrain and there is 
at least a week variance between 
east and west slopes. 
Trees are advancing in some 
areas, but unless there is a long 
period of freezing weather, there 
appears no immediate danger to the 
fruit crop.
